The Kansas City Journal of the 22d prints the 
majority report of the Committee appointed to 
investigate the charges against Josiah E. Hayes, 
State Treasurer of Kansas, finding him guilty of 
all the charges. The report is too long to sum- 
marize, but the substance of it is that the Stato 
Treasurer's office was turned into a broker's 
shop for the accommodation of private individ- 
uals and National Banks, contrary to law, and 
that in more than one instance the State money 
was loaned upon securities which were known to 
be worthless. The report is signed by four of 
the five members of the House appointed on the 
Committee, and concludes with the resolution, 
* That Josiah E. Hayes, Treasurer of the State 
of Kansas, be and is hereby impeached for high 
crimes and misdemeanors in office.” It is prob- 
able that the resolution will be passed by a large 


majority, and that an extra session of the Senate 


will be called in April or May to try Mr. Hayes. 


Representative Wood has prepared a bill aimed 
at the infamous system which Special Agent 
Jayne carried to its perfection, and from which 
he has retired with a fortune made by plunder- 
ing the mercantile community in the livery of 
the United States. The bill forbids the payment 
of any moieties or perquisites to any 
United States officer; makes the Secretary 
of the Treasury the only official who 
may compromise any violation of the Revenue 
laws, and requires that all fines, penalties, and 
forfeitures for such offenses shall be paid into 
the United States Treasury.

There was no reply made. Senator Morton said 
something, but only proved that his intellect 
was on crutcbes.

Senator Morton will 
some day discover that, with bis atrocious ad- 
vocacy of a currency that has always been the 
favorite device of the “effete” for plundering 
their subjects, he is a good deal more of a for- 
eigner than Senator Schurz. Morton says that 
our currency is the best in the world; he has 
also said that our Civil Service is the best in 
the world. One statement is as good as the 
other. 


THE NEXT CONGRESS. 

The general elections next fall are of more 
than ordinary importance, inasmuch as they will 
result in the choice of a new Congress. It is for 
the people to consider not alone the issues in- 
volved, but the character of the men whom they 
will send to Washing ton to represent them, and, 
if they are true to themselves and are honest in 
their determination to eradicate the corruptions 
in the old parties, they will place no man on 
their tickets who has not the purpose to investi- 
gate existing frauds, and, as far as possible, 
to prevent auy morein future. In these re- 
spects, the present Congress has failed to meet 
the expectations of the country. There never 
was a time before when the people were so 
unanimous in demanding investigation of 
frauds, and so determined that public cor- 
ruption shall be exposed and punished. 
Notwithstanding this temper of the peo 
ple, Congress has utterly failed to do ite 
duty. There are numerous glaring frauds 
which have never been investigated at all. 
There are others in which Congress has gone 
through the form of appointing committees, 
and the committees have done nothing. Still 
others have conducted their investigations with 
closed doors, and for political considerations 
have whitewashed the guilty parties. There is 
no hope that the members of the present Con- 
gress will ever investigate frauds. They haven't 
the courage to do it, and they don’t want to do 
it. Committees are appointed to find something 
which they don’t want to find. The people 
therefore must look to it that next fall they 
clean out these moral incapables and send to 
Congress men who have the disposition to go to 
the bottom of things. Investigation must be 
committed to the hands of those whom 
investigation will not hart. This work can only 
be done by new men. Among the things re- 
quiring investigation, and which will not be in- 
vestigated until new men are sent to Washing- 
ton, may be mentioned the following: 

1. The Sanborn contracts, which the present 
Congress is already beginning to conceal from 
the public view. They will haveto determine 
how the law was passed which allows Custom- 
House officers and such detectives as they may 
appoint to seize the books and papers of mer- 
chants, in order to hunt up evidence against 
them ; how in the short space of four years and 
ahalf the Government has been abie to extort 
from the merchants of New York and Boston 
alone over $2,500,000, and paid as much to de- 
tectives and informers for collecting it; why the 
Collector of New York, for instance, whose 
salary is $6,000, has a real salary of $50,000 ; 
and why thecle:ks of Phelps, Dodge & Co., and 
Jordan, Marsh & Co., and other large importing 
houses, have been paid fortunes to manufacture 
cases against their employers; and, lastly, why 
Mr. Benjamin Butler has been found behind 
these blackmailing contracts, ready and able to 
foil investigation. 

2. The affairs of the District of Columbia and 

the operations of Boss Shepherd must be 
ventilated. It must be shown why further ap- 
propriations are asked for and why so much 
money has been squandered. The present Con- 
gress is ostensibly engaged in investigating this 
matter, and has asked Boss Shepherd to 
make a statement. He will come forward with 
enough documents and papers to confuse a 
Philadelphia lawyer, and that will probably be 
the last we shall hear of the District corrup- 
tions. 
3. The Indian Ring, from the Interior Depart- 
ment at Washington to the most remote Agent 
on the frontier, must be investigated, and it 
must be shown why this Ring has inaugurated 
an Indian war ; how it is that the appropriations, 
which were to meet the expenses of the Indians 
until next July, are already squandered, and 
more money and supplies are asked for: and who 
is in collusion with Indian A gents to divide this 
new plunder. * 

4. The new Congress will have to inquire into 
the facts of the Fort Snelling swindle, and ex- 
plain, if it can be explained, how the man Steele 
was enabled to get 7,200 acres of valuable land 
and his purchase-money back for nothing, after 
having had twelve years’ occupancy of the 
premises. 

5. The operations of the two Syndicates in re- 
funding the 6 per cent debt must be investi- 
gated, and it must be shown why snd how cer- 
tain privileged firms have been able to gain mill- 
ions as the financial agents of the Government 
in plain disregard of law. 

6. An attempt was made to investigate the 
frauds connected with the subsidies granted 
to the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, but it 
was immediately hushed up. This must be re- 
sumed, and the affairs of the Company sifted to 
the bottom. 

7. The operations of the Union Pacific Credit 
Mobiler have been very thoroughly ventilated, 
but there is abundant reason tb believe that the 
operations of the Central Oredit Mo- 
bilier were still more corrupt. Gov. Booth, of 
California, who goes to the Senate next year, 
will demand an investigation, aud it is of the 
utmost importance that the members of the 
next Congress aid him in the effort.

Wo propose to show now that 
the advertisement in question was no more ob- 
jectionable on its face than numbers of adver- 
tisements to be found in that paper. The only 
fault to be found with it was that the advertiser 
desired to form the acquaintance of a young 
lady.

The latter certainly had the merit of being 
true, while the other was manifestly a lie. 
Whether it was a religious lie or only a business 
lie we leave to the decision of the Presbyterian 
clergymen of Chicago, after they shall have fin- 
ished trouncing the Interior for its vicious at- 
tacks on Dr. Swing. 

The Independent @so deems itself qualified to 
take a hand in the ight. The Independent is a 
well-known blackmailing sheet, long ago bank- 
rupt in character.

They go into the rural districts 
and circulate among the inexperienced,—among 
those who habitually fall victims to confidence 
operations,—among those to whom a religious 
newspaper is the synonym of all truth. They 
are the go-betweens of the quack doctors and 
sharpers from whom they derive a large propor- 
tion of their advertising revenue.

 +THE OF SIMMONS. 

The removal of the Collector of the Port of 
Boston strongly illustrates the degradation of 
the Civil Service to the purposes of mere per- 
sonal strife. Judge Russell was Collector of 
Boston, and was an honest, faithful, competent, 
and satisfactory officer. Suddenly he was re- 
moved, and one Simmons, a local political 
striker, was nominated to the Senate as his suc- 
cessor. It then became known that the Presi- 
dent had made the change at the request of Ben 
Butler, who wanted a personal friend in the 
office. The other members of Congress from 
Massachusetts immediately filed a protest against 
Simmons, because he was a friend of Butler and 
the enemy of Butler's enemies. The opposition 
to Simmons’ confirmation has included nearly all 


the business men of Boston, mainly for the same | 


reason. It is demanded that the President with- 
draw the nomination, because the nominee will 
use his patronage and power to compel the Re- 
publican party of Massachusetts to nominate 
Butler for Governor. 

Weak as we may suppose the President must 
have been when he removed a compotent officer 
in order to appoint a friend of Butler, how moch 
weaker will he appear if he withdraws the nomi- 
nation for the same reason. What has the Col- 
lector of the Port of Boston, or of any other 
port, or what has any other Federal officer, to do 
with packing conventions, and buying delegates 
for or against any candidate for any office to be 
elected by the people? The Collector of the 
Port of Boston has certain sneciied duties to 
perform, and they are purely of a business char- 
acter. Officially he bas no more right to lug his 
patronage into the election of a Governor of 
Massachusetts than he bas to interfere in the 
election of a King of the Sandwich Islands. 
Should he use his office in that way, he ought to 
be dismissed. At the last Republican State 
Convention in Massachusetts, high ground was 
taken on this subject, and yet, carefully con- 
sidered, it was not very high ground after all. 
The Convention protested against the practice 
of persons holding Federal office using the 
patronage and influence of those offices to secure 
the nomination by the Republican party of cer- 
tain persons for State offices; such con- 
duct they certified to the President 
ought to secure the dismisaal of the offenders. 
The Convention failed to declare that the inter- 
ference of Federal officeholders in State politics, 
whether to control nominating conventions or 
popular elections, was such a departure from 
official duty as should demand their dismissal. 
The high-toned morality of that Convention 
sought to draw a distinction between an officia, 
interference to determine a contest within the 
Republican party and the far more offensive 
and disreputable interference to coutrol a pop- 
ular election. They denounced the mote in Ben 
Butler's eye, and treated with indifference the 
beam in their own. They were willing to have 
the corruption funds, the blackmail, and all the 
official machinery to aid in the election of their 
candidates ; all they objected to was the use of 
these same means to control the nominations of 
the party. Their declaration of official rectitude 
was fashioned to meet an abbreviated morality, 
and the present complication is one of the re- 
sults of their shortcomings. 

Ben Butler seeks a higher position than any 
he has yet attained. He resorts naturally to the 
same means that are used by every other Con- 
gresaman and Senator who lacks the personal 
merit and qualities to recommend him to public 
favor. Just at this time the party in Ul- 
nois is becoming distracted over the choice of 
a United States Senator to be made three years 
hence. The Federal offices are distributed to 
meet that contingency, and even the question of 
prosecuting and punishing defaulters depends 
to # great extent upon the other question 
whether the defaulter supports this or that man 
for Senator in 1877. These are the qualifica- 
tions for bolding Federal office in Illinois, and 
also in Massachusetts, Why should not Butler 
have an equal chance with the others ? It will 
not doto say that Butler is opposed by the 
“respectable” people of his State, de- 
cause there may be a difficulty in 
drawing the line between those who are 
respectable and those who are not. He has the 
confidence of the President to a greater extent 
than any other man in Congress from New En- 
gland, and that ought to make him respectable. 
In official circles he outranks his enemies. Why 
should the President proscribe his friend Sim- 
mons, and why should Simmons be proscribed 
because he. is the friend of tie President's 
friend ? 

If these gentiemen in Massachusetts want re- 
form in official appointments, they must take 
higher ground than they did at the Worcester 
Convention of last year. They must denounce 
the whole system upon which Federal appoint- 
ments are made, and they must insist upon ab- 
solute non-interference by Federal officers with 
either party conventions or popular elections.

Mr. RAMSEY asked that the Senate proceed

Mr. SCHURZ, being entitled to the floor, said

John Stuart Mill, Adam Smith, our 
own Thomas Jefferson, Hamilton, and other 
political economists were thrown aside, and a 
new school had risen up here who would throw 
all theories to the dogs. He would remind Sen- 
atore that in throwing theory to the dogs they 
would throw the bonorand credit of country 
to them as well. The rich men had the means 
to take care of their own in but it was 
the man, who lived from to mouth 
on his ree! earnings, who would be injured, and 
to inflate the currency of the country would be 
to rob the poor of a portion of their hard earned 
property. He denied that the American people 
wanted inflation. They mignt be led away fur a 
time, but would soon recover their senses. He 
warned those who derired to commit the Senate 
in favor of — schemes 3 — make 
haste, or opinion wou against tem. 
If any Uu man expected to ride into the 
White House on the inflation scheme be would 
be mistaken, as the bubble would burst before 
1876. 

In conclusion, he said he had spoken longer 
than he expected, and hoped his remarks would 
not be without influence upon the vote about to 
be taken.
